PMC  Celebrates  a Milestone

During  Reunion  and  Commencement  weekend  this 
year,  PMC  marked  an  historic  milestone  in  its 
evolution  as  an  institution  of  higher  learning  for 
women  and  commemorated  the  90th  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  PMC. 

Although  Pine  Manor  was  officially  chartered  as  a jun- 
ior college  in  1930,  it  was  founded  in  1911,  as  a postgradu- 
ate school  of  Dana  Hall  in  Wellesley.  The  impetus  for  the 
new  school  came  from  a small  group  of  graduating  seniors, 
who  asked  the  Head  of  Dana  Hall,  Helen  Temple  Cooke, 
if  they  might  return  in  the  fall  for  a postgraduate  course 
of  study. 

At  first,  Miss  Cooke  wondered  if  the  request  might 
simply  mean  a group  of  friends  were  upset  at  the  thought 
of  parting  in  fune,  so  she  agreed  to  consider  the  idea  only 
if  enough  women  would  signal  their  interest.  To  her  sur- 
prise, 28  young  women  from  13  states  said  they  would 
attend.  Classes  began  for  them  on  September  30,  1911.  The 
students  were  housed  in  a new  residence  on  the  grounds  of 
Dana  Hall,  and  because  there  was  a small  pine  tree  grow- 
ing on  the  front  lawn  it  was  called  Pine  Manor  House. 
Eventually  that  led  to  the  school's  present  designation  as 
Pine  Manor  College.

—^an  English  major,  I've  taken  part  in 
array  of  activities  and  classes  at 
PMC  that  have  made  my  college  experi- 
ence gratifying.  For  the  past  four  years,  I 
have  worked  consistently  as  a Conifers 
staff  member,  and  this  year,  I've  had  a ter- 
rific senior  internship  and  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  work  with  professors  one- 
on-one  in  two  independent  studies.  Each  of 
these  endeavors  has  drawn  upon  my  study 
in  my  major,  and  each  has  challenged  me 
in  different  and  unique  ways. 

When  I arrived  at  PMC  in  1997,  as  a 
first-year  student,  I brought  a fondness  for 
poetry  and  writing  with  me  that  I had 
developed  in  high  school.  Unlike  most  stu- 
dents, I had  no  question  about  what  I'd 
major  in.  I immediately  signed  up  for  as 
many  English  classes  as  I could,  as  well  as 
for  the  Conifers  Literary  Magazine 
Practicum,  not  knowing  exactly  what  it 
was  I was  getting  into.  I was  unaware  that 
I would  remain  a permanent  staff  member 
throughout  college,  as  an  assistant  editor, 
editor,  and  this  year,  as  designer  of  the 
magazine. 

One  of  the  most  important  skills  I was 
able  to  practice  was  the  ability  to  talk 
about  writing — others'  and  my  own. 
Needless  to  say,  this  skill  is  precious  in  the 
life  of  an  English  major.  Staff  members  and 
faculty  advisor,  Associate  Professor  of 
English  Kathleen  Aguero,  often  shared  and 
evaluated  their  work  with  one  another,  in 
addition  to  evaluating  submissions  for  the 
magazine. 

It  was  through  my  affiliation  with 
Conifers  that  I had  the  opportunity 
to  represent  Pine  Manor  College  at 
the  Greater  Boston  Undergraduate

Intercollegiate  Poetry  Festival  at  Lesley 
College  in  1998.  Reciting  my  poems  that 
evening,  on  a stage  with  some  25  students 
representing  other  colleges  in  the  Boston 
area,  was  an  unforgettable  experience. 

Another  time  to  remember,  was  my 
senior  internship  at  Brookline's  Museum  of 
Transportation  in  Larz  Anderson  Park.  The 
whole  internship  process  was  overwhelm- 
ing for  me  especially  because  my  major 
allowed  so  much  flexibility  with  intern- 
ship sites  and  positions. 

Although  my  years  with  Conifers  had 
sparked  a great  interest  in  publications, 
many  of  the  internships  with  local  maga- 
zines and  newspapers  didn't  seem  reward- 
ing to  me.  I would  have  been  doing  repeti- 
tive and  somewhat  anonymous  work — like 
being  at  the  bottom  of  a long  food  chain. 

What  excited  me  about  the  museum 
was  that  it  was  small  and  therefore  person- 
al. Right  at  my  initial  interview,  I knew  I 
would  be  treated  with  respect  there  and 
acknowledged  as  a team  player.  And  I was. 
I worked  directly  under  the  head  of  the 
education  department  and  felt  very  com- 
fortable with  the  tasks  that  I was  responsi- 
ble for.  Although  I'd  never  before  written  a 
press  release,  I quickly  drew  upon  the  tech- 
nical writing  skills  that  I had  been  practic- 
ing at  college  to  target  different  audiences 
and  to  write  succinctly  and  clearly. 

All  the  practice,  along  with  organiza- 
tional and  detail-oriented  skills  I had 
learned  in  my  work  with  Conifers  and  in 
my  English  classes,  helped  me  to  attract 
visitors  to  the  museum,  do  research  in 
local  libraries,  and  work  with  exhibits 
"hands-on."  I also  created  a guide  for  muse- 
um docents  that  oriented  volunteers  to  the 
building — a 19th  century  carriage  house — 
and  to  the  history  of  the  Andersons,  their 
estate,  and  their  lives.  This  was  my 
favorite  project,  because  my  creativity  was 
being  nurtured  and  taken  seriously,  and  I 
had  a lot  of  independence  in  devising  the 
guide  as  I saw  fit. 

My  endeavors  at  the  Museum  show  just 
how  important  creativity  is  to  me.  At 
PMC,  with  the  support  of  faculty,  I've  also 
helped  design  my  own  courses  of  explo- 
ration in  poetry,  in  two  directed  studies.  In 


the  first,  taken  with  Kathleen  Aguero,  my 
own  creative  writing  was  an  important  part 
of  the  coursework.  The  study  was  in  writ- 
ing formal  poetry,  which  wasn't  offered  in 
a regular  class  during  my  four  years  at 
PMC.  I read  and  analyzed  traditional  as 
well  as  contemporary  formal  verse  and 
wrote  several  of  my  own  sonnets,  some  of 
which  are  now  published  in  an  online 
magazine  (see  www.poetryporch.com). 
Professor  Aguero 's  feedback  and  comments 
on  my  sonnets  were  incredibly  helpful,  and 
I have  been  inspired  to  continue  exploring 
the  sonnet  form. 

My  second  directed  study  was  in  early 
20th-century  American  poetry  with 
Associate  Professor  Melinda  Ponder.  My 
primary  focus  was  poetry  from  1914-1918,

a period  so  generous  in  unique  theories  of 
writing,  as  well  as  in  the  quantity  and  qual- 
ity of  creative  life,  against  a stark  backdrop 
of  war.  Poets  I have  researched  include 
Marianne  Moore,  Ezra  Pound,  T.S.  Eliot, 
William  Carlos  Williams,  and  Robert  Frost. 

I’m  all  cheers  for  PMC's  English 
Program  and  everything  it  has  done  for  me. 
Writing  these  lines,  I feel  as  if  I've  been 
spoiled  rotten  because  I’ve  been  able  to  sat- 
isfy so  many  of  my  creative  cravings,  but 
perhaps  that  is  just  what  it  feels  like  to  be 
as  encouraged  and  supported  as  I have  been 
by  such  a program. 

When  all  is  said  and  done,  I will  have 
earned  a degree  in  May  for  doing  what  I 
love  for  four  years.

M mong  the  alumnae  celebrat- 

ZJ  ing  anniversaries  this  year, 
*JL.  M few  can  claim  to  have  as 
direct  and  ongoing  a relationship  with 
PMC  as  Mahala  Beams  '66,  Professor 
of  Music  and  Dance.  In  the  thirty- 
seven  years  since  she  came  to  the 
College  as  a first-year  student,  Mahala 
has  served  as  a music  instructor,  lec- 
turer in  college  composition,  choreog- 
rapher, professor  of  music  and  dance 
and  administrator,  and  she  was  mar- 
ried in  the  Founder's  Room. 

Commenting  on  this  enduring  rela- 
tionship, PMC's  President,  Gloria 
Nemerowicz,  pointed  out  that  "It  is 
unusual  for  an  institution  and  an  indi- 
vidual to  share  so  much  history. 
Clearly,  both  Pine  Manor  College  and 
Mahala  are  better  for  this  rich  associa- 
tion. Mahala  is  the  ideal  role  model  for 
our  students.  She  is  a much  admired 
alumna  and  faculty  member." 

Born  in  Baltimore,  Maryland, 
Mahala  (Holly)  Willard  Tillinghast  was 
raised  outside  of  New  York  City  in 
Scarsdale,  and  then  Bronxville.  Mahala 
returned  to  Maryland  at  the  age  of 
twelve  when  her  parents  built  their 
retirement  home  on  the  Eastern  Shore, 
near  Easton.  Life  for  Mahala  was  very 
much  that  of  an  only  child  since 
Mahala's  one  sibling,  a sister  twelve 
years  older,  was  off  to  college  by  the 
time  Mahala  was  six. 

When  Mahala  was  fotir,  her  moth- 
er, a creative  woman  with  a deep

appreciation  for  the  arts,  signed  her 
musically  inclined  daughter  up  for 
piano  lessons.  Her  first  piano  teacher 
was  Robert  Pace,  whose  innovative 
approach  to  ear  training  and  piano 
method  books  are  still  widely  regard- 
ed. At  the  same  time,  Mahala's  moth- 
er enrolled  her  in  a weekly  modern 
dance  class.  Her  teacher,  Steffi 
Nossen,  was  an  inspiring  teacher, 
whose  dance  classes  were  accompa- 
nied by  the  pianist  and  composer,  Jess 
Meeker.  He  was,  Mahala  was  to  learn 
later,  a prime  mover  in  the  famous 
Jacob's  Pillow  Summer  Dance  Festival 
in  the  Berlcshires.  Thus  Mahala's  life- 
long passions  for  music  and  dance 
were  established  early  in  her  child- 
hood, and  Mahala  stresses  her1  ever- 
lastingly gratitude  to  her  mother  for 
encouraging  and  disciplining  her  tal- 
ents in  these  areas. 

After  her  family  moved  back  to 
Maryland,  Mahala  was -forced  to  put 
her  interest  in  dance  on  hold,  as  there 
were  no  dance  studios  in  the  area.  An 
enthusiastic  reader  and  an  aspiring 
writer,  Mahala  spent  most  of  her  spare 
time  as  a teenager  reading,  writing, 
playing  the  piano,  exploring  the  out- 
doors around  her  riverside  home,  sail- 
ing her  Penguin  sailboat  and  boating 
with  her  parents. 

For  her  high  school  years,  Mahala 
went  first  to  Chatham  Hall  in 
Chatham,  Virginia,  for  two  years. 
Feeling  quite  cut-off  in  the  extremely 
restrictive  atmosphere  of  a rural  board- 
ing school  for  girls  in  the  early  sixties, 
she  transferred  for  her  junior  and  sen-' 
ior  years  to  the  National  Cathedral 
School  for  Girls  in  Washington,  DC. 
There  she  read  voraciously  and  rel- 
ished the  musical  life  of  the  National 
Cathedral,  singing  in  the  NCS  Glee 
Club  and  often  attending  or  participat- 
ing in  musical  events  in  the  cathedral. 


Mahala  was  deemed  an  "under- 
achiever," but  fortunately  her  high 
school  guidance  counselor  recom- 
mended Pine  Manor,  then  a junior  col- 
lege, as  just  the  place  for  her  to  thrive. 
And  thrive  she  did.  Under  the  guid- 
ance of  such  inspiring  and  beloved 
teachers  as  Ruth  Ann  Sleeper,  Don 
Hicks,  Cameron  Thompson,  John 
Agnew,  Mary  Gegerias,  and  Rod 
Henry,  Mahala  became  an  "achiever," 
an  honor  roll  student. 

After  graduating  from  PMC  Mahala 
completed  a BA  in  Music  History  at 
George  Washington  University,  and 
an  MA  in  musicology  at  Boston 
University  School  for  the  Arts.  As  she 
finished  her  Master's  thesis,  she  heard 
from  one  of  her  former  teachers  of  an 
opening  at  Pine  Manor  in  the  music 
department.  Mahala  was  interviewed 
and  recommended  for  the  position  by 
her  much  respected  former  teacher 
Don  Hicks,  who  was  to  become  her 
mentor,  colleague,  and  friend. 

In  her  late  twenties,  Mahala 
enrolled  in  a local  dance  class  as  a 
means  to  help  her  in  the  difficult 
process  of  quitting  smoking  and  she 
was  immediately  hooked  on  dance 
instead  of  cigarettes  as  she  rediscov- 
ered her  childhood  love  of  dancing. 
After  a year  of  intensive  study,  she 
decided  to  take  a leave  of  absence  from 
PMC  to  obtain  an  MFA  in  dance  from 
New  York  University's  Tisch  School  of 
the  Arts,  motivated  particularly  by  a 
desire  to  become  a choreographer. 
Mahala  remembers  that  she  really  did 
not  expect  to  return  to  Pine  Manor, 
much  as  she  had  enjoyed  her  teaching 
there.  Fortuitously,  the  opportunity 
arose  for  her  to  add  dance  classes  to 
her  teaching  load  at  Pine  Manor,  and 
in  1978,  she  returned  to  the  College 
and  became  a tenured  professor  of 
music  and  dance.

Early  in  the  fall  of  1978,  she  renewed 
her  friendship  with  another  Pine  Manor 
instructor,  Richard  Beams.

nationally  for  his  expertise  in  opera, 
Richard  teaches  and  directs  the  popular 
opera  education  program  he  developed 
for  adults,  Opera  con  Brio,  now  in  its 
21st  year.  He  also  remains  a part-time 
member  of  the  Pine  Manor  faculty. 
Their  sons,  Andrew  (19)  and  David  (16), 
who  both  once  attended  nursery  school 
at  the  Pine  Manor  College  Child  Study 
Center,  are  currently  at  Vermont 
Academy  and  the  Brooks  School, 
respectively.  Mahala  also  has  three 
stepchildren,  Kathryn,  Robert,  and 
Jennifer,  and  is  now  the  proud  grandpar- 
ent of  Matthew  (3),  Abby  ( 1 ),  Hannah  (3) 
and  Mia  (6  months). 

During  her  career  at  Pine  Manor 


friends  Bob  Owczarek  (director)  and 
Don  Hicks  (music  director).  She  has 
served  on  every  major  committee  and  at 
various  times  held  administrative  posi- 
tions, such  as  Chair  of  the  Division  of 
Arts  and  Communication  and  Program 
Coordinator.  Now  an  aspiring  recitalist 
after  many  years  of  not  having  much 
time  for  the  piano,  she  studies  piano  at 
the  New  England  Conservatory  and  has 
given  three  piano  recitals  at  the  College. 

In  reflecting  on  her  long  association 
with  PMC,  Mahala  says,  "No  one 
knows  more  than  I what  a critical 
impact  Pme  Manor  can  have  in  shaping 
young  women.  When  I arrived  on 
PMC's  Wellesley  campus  some  37  years 
ago,  an  underachiever  with  little  sense 
of  my  own  abilities,  I was  quickly 


drawn  into  the  excitement  of  learning 
by  a supportive  faculty  and  staff.  In 
much  the  same  way  as  do  many  pres- 
ent graduates,  I left  the  College  self- 
confident,  motivated,  and  empow- 
ered." 

Certainly  Mahala  realizes,  more 
than  most,  the  pivotal  role  Pme  Manor 
plays  in  the  lives  of  its  students. 
However,  little  did  she  imagine  as  a 
Pine  Manor  student  that  she  would 
return  to  the  College  for  a career  as  a 
teacher  spanning  almost  her  entire 
adult  life  and  that  she  would  marry  a 
fellow  member  of  the  faculty. 

Summing  up  the  true  significance 
of  Mahala's  contribution  to  PMC, 
Dean  of  the  College  Nia  Fane  Chester 
emphasized  the  fact  that  "Mahala 
shows  our  students  the  real  meaning  of 
a liberal  arts  education  and  the  benefits 
that  are  derived  from  one.  She  is  a true 
renaissance  woman.  As  a faculty  mem- 
ber with  a thorough  grounding  in  the 
arts  and  sciences,  Mahala  not  only

teaches  College  Composition,  courses 
in  dance  and  music,  and  choreographs 
pieces  for  our  dance  ensemble,  but  she 
continuously  improves  her  own  musi- 
cal abilities  through  the  study  of  the 
piano  as  well.  She  aptly  demonstrates  to 
our  students  that  learning  is  a lifelong 
process  and  needs  to  be  pursued  with 
zest  and  vigor." 

Indeed,  Mahala's  involvement  with 
the  College  has  been  out  of  the  ordinary, 
but  then  as  Mahala  reiterates,  "Pine 
Manor  College  is  no  ordinary  place."

part  of  its  ongoing  effort  to 
assist  women  in  develop- 
ing successful  businesses, 
the  Women's  Enterprise  Initiative 
(WEI)  held  its  Spring  Business  Plan 
Forum  at  the  War  Memorial  Audi- 
torium in  Newton  City  Hall,  on 
March  29,  with  more  than  50  people  in 
the  audience.  The  purpose  of  the 
forums,  which  are  conducted  three 
times  a year,  is  to  allow  a local  entre- 
preneur to  present  her  business  plan 
for  evaluation  by  a panel  of  financial, 
legal,  and  marketing  experts  before  an 
interested  audience.  The  audience, 
comprised  of  businesspeople  and  con- 
sumers, is  invited  to  give  feedback  and 
to  pose  their  own  questions  to  the 
panel  as  well. 

WEI  is  a joint  venture  of  Pine 
Manor  College,  the  city  of  Newton's 
Planning  and  Development  Depart- 
ment, and  the  New  England  Business 
Owners  (NEWBO).  Its  goal  is  to 
encourage  women  to  become  entrepre- 
neurs, to  plan  for  themselves,  and  to 
run  successful  businesses.  PMC's 
Director  of  Entrepreneurial  Studies, 
Patricia  Forde,  has  spearheaded  the 
effort  for  a number  of  years  and  has 
also  been  responsible  for  developing  a 
collateral  Business  Enterprise  course 
that  teaches  students  how  to  prepare  a 
business  plan  and  then  offers  them  the 
opportunity  of  operating  the  business 
that  they  envisioned  (see  story  on 
Sweet  Treats  and  Late  Night  Snacks, 
next  page). 

At  the  March  forum,  Pushpa  Kama, 
owner  of  AaLOK  Corporation,  an 
emporium  of  imported  Indian  clothing 
and  goods  located  at  the  Burlington 
Mall,  presented  her  business  plan 
before  a panel  consisting  of  Kelley 
Chunn,  principal  of  Kelley  Chunn 
Associates,  a public  relations  and 
media  consulting  firm,  Martha  Sloan 
Felch,  senior  vice  president  and  direc- 
tor of  the  specialty  banking  group  for 
Sovereign  Bank,  and  Jan  Cannon  of 


Cannon  Associates,  marketing  con- 
sultants. The  panel  was  moderated  by 
Marjorie  Aarons  Barron,  president  of 
Barron  Associates  Worldwide  and  for- 
mer editorial  director  for  WCVB-TV, 
Channel  Five. 

In  commenting  on  the  business 
plan  forum,  Tania  Dobrowolski, 
Community  Development  Planner  for 
the  city  of  Newton,  said,  "Ms.  Kama 
came  to  us  for  help  to  grow  her  busi- 
ness to  the  next  level,  and  she  also  was 
looking  for  financial  assistance.  As  a 
result  of  her  participation  in  this 
forum,  she  was  able  to  make  the  nec- 
essary changes  to  her  business  plan  to 
qualify  her  for  a loan.  She  was  also  able 
to  make  a number  of  very  good  con- 
nections to  help  with  the  further 
development  of  her  business. 

"This  is  the  most  important  aspect 
of  the  forums,"  Ms.  Dobrowolski 
emphasized.  "They  provide  an  excel- 
lent venue  for  the  sharing  of  ideas  and 
the  opening  of  doors  that  often  lead  to 
different  areas  that  had  either  been 
overlooked  or  not  even  contemplated. 
The  connections  made  help  women 
claim  their  dreams  as  entrepreneurs." 

WEI  attempts  to  provide  intensive 
help  for  each  presenter  whose  plan 
shows  promise  by  critiquing  their 
plans  and  preparing  them  to  launch  a 
business  idea  or  to  expand  on  an  exist- 
ing one.

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Student  Entrepreneurs: 

The  “Sweets”  Smell  of  Success

Erika  Anza  is  a junior  at  PMC  and 
a business  entrepreneur.  Along 
with  sophomores  Jane  Lee  and 
Nafeesha  Moore,  she  conceptualized, 
put  together  a business  plan,  sought 
funding  for,  started  up,  and  ran  a busi- 
ness on  campus  called  Sweet  Treats. 

The  idea  for  Sweet  Treats  was  orig- 
inally developed  in  Business  Enter- 


prise, a two-semester  course  taught  by 
Assistant  Professor  of  Management 
and  Director  of  Entrepreneurial 
Studies  Patricia  Forde.  During  the  first 
semester,  the  three  students  discussed 
various  ideas,  how  much  money  it 
would  take  to  get  them  started,  what 
profits  could  be  made,  what  the  profits 
could  go  toward,  and  everything  else 
that  was  needed  to  make  this  business 
come  to  life.  Eventually,  they  settled 
on  the  idea  of  Sweet  Treats,  which 
would  produce  homemade  baked 
goods  and  offer  them  for  sale  on  the 
campus  to  students,  faculty,  and  staff. 
Before  the  semester  was  over,  they 
finalized  a business  plan  and  were 
ready  to  go. 

Sweet  Treats  opened  for  business  at 
the  start  of  this  semester.  Originally 
Sweet  Treats  set  up  a stand  in  the 
Campus  Center,  but  after  several 
months  of  operations,  they  decided  to 


concentrate  on  catering  special  events, 
campus  activities,  faculty  meetings, 
and  other  gatherings  both  on  campus 
and  at  nearby  locations.  Surprisingly, 
all  of  the  baked  goods,  including  the 
cookies,  cakes,  and  brownies,  were 
baked  in  the  kitchen  of  the  South 
Commons. 

"I  was  nervous  at  first,"  said  Erika, 
as  she  discussed  her  business, 
"because  it  took  longer  than  I expect- 
ed to  reach  the  break  even  point. 
However,  we  had  done  our 
homework,  we  were  pretty  sure 
we  could  make  it,  and  we  had 
Professor  Forde  to  fall  back  on. 
Once  we  decided  to  concentrate 
on  catering,  the  business  really 
seemed  to  take  off.  The  faculty 
was  really  supportive,  and  I was 
surprised  by  how  many  requests 
we  got  to  cater  lectures,  talks, 
and  guest  visits." 

Sophomore  Andrea  Lmton  is 
a second  entrepreneur.  She 
developed  a business  called  Late 
Night  Treats  and  sold  packaged 
foods,  including  candy,  cookies,  pret- 
zels, popcorn,  potato  chips,  and  soft 
drinks  from  a booth  in  South 
Commons  from  8 pm  until  midnight. 
Eventually  she  ran  the  business  from 
her  room  and  specialized  in  delivering 
orders  to  students'  rooms  all  over  cam- 
pus. 

The  best  part  about  both  business- 
es is  that  they  were  run  as  nonprofits. 
In  order  to  get  startup  funding  for  their 
businesses  from  PMC,  the  students 
had  to  agree  to  repay  their  loans  with 
their  first  profits  and  then  use  all  other 
profits  for  charitable  purposes.  Each 
business  received  approximately  $250 
from  the  College. 

Erika,  Jane,  and  Nafeesha  used  the 
profits,  almost  $500,  from  $weet 
Treats  to  set  up  the  N.E.J.  $cholarship, 
in  memory  fellow  classmate  and  busi- 
ness major  Elizabeth  Ward  '01,  who 
died  in  the  fall  of  1999.  The  scholar- 


ship was  created  for  full-time  minori- 
ty students,  majoring  in  business, 
with  an  overall  grade  point  average  of 
at  least  3.0,  who  are  in  either  their  jun- 
ior or  senior  year. 

Andrea  donated  her  profits  to  the 
$tep  Program,  an  on-campus  dance 
program  that  does  outreach  to  local 
schools.  Andrea  had  participated  in 
the  Step  Program  when  she  was  in 
high  school. 

In  commenting  on  this  year's  pro- 
gram, Professor  Forde  said,  "I  think 
that  this  was  a life-changing  event  for 
all  participants.  It  gave  students  the 
opportunity  to  try  something  that 
they  want  to  do  once  they  graduate,  in 
a safe  environment,  using  someone 
else's  funds  as  startup  money.  All  of

and  downs  of  business  themselves, 
including  the  day-to-day  frustrations 
and  the  highs  of  meeting  goals.  And 
perhaps  most  important,  they  got  to 
do  something  constructive  and  mean- 
ingful with  the  profits  that  they 
made."

When  it  comes  to  her  studies,  Rockland,  Mass.,  native  Jennifer 
Jackson  has  her  own  idea  of  smooth  sailing.  A senior  at  Pine 
Manor  College,  Jackson  spent  the  Fall  2000  semester  cruising  the 
world,  aboard  a luxurious  ship  complete  with  waiters,  housekeepers, 
and  launderers. 

It  was  all  in  the  name  of  education — but  it  wasn't  all  work  and  no 
play  for  the  ship's  passengers. 

"It  may  sound  like  a semester-long  vacation,  but  the  truth  is,  it  was 
very  intense,"  says  Jackson,  who  is  a Psychology  major.  Semester  at 
Sea,  an  educational  program  offered  through  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh,  offers  600  college  juniors  and  seniors  from  across  the 
nation  an  opportunity  to  fulfill  liberal  arts  requirements  while  seeing 
the  world.  Jackson,  who  took  out  a loan  to  help  pay  for  the  excursion, 
was  the  only  Pine  Minor  student  aboard. 

"It  turned  out  great,"  she  reports.  "I  got  to  meet  students  from  all 
over  the  country."  The  100-day  cruise  included  ports  of  call  in 
Canada,  Japan,  China,  Vietnam,  Malaysia,  Kenya,  Tanzania,  South 
Africa,  and  Cuba. 

Jackson  and  the  other  students  were  required  to  attend  classes 
seven  days  a week.  Intensive  "core"  classes,  where  students  were  test- 
ed on  the  climate,  economic  stability,  culture,  and  history  of  each 
country,  were  held  prior  to  each  port  of  call.  "Those  classes  were  gru- 
eling," said  Jackson.  Students  were  also  graded  on  field  trips  and  cruise 
excursions. 

"We'd  interview  natives,  and  some  of  us  stayed  with  host  families," 
said  Jackson,  who  was  assigned  to  spend  five  days  with  a Japanese  fam- 
ily. The  experience,  she  believes,  is  sure  to  impact  her  future  career  in 
psychology.  "I  understand  those  countries  that  I visited  a lot  more 
now,  and  I'm  better  prepared  to  counsel  people  in  a cross-cultural  kind 
of  way,"  she  said.  "I  realize  now  that,  despite  cultural  differences, 
there  are  a lot  of  similarities  among  humans  all  over  the  world."

Institute  of  Technology  (ITESM)  and 
PMC's  English  Language  Institute  (ELI) 
brought  35  students  (a  few  pictured 
above)  from  Mexico,  Venezuela,  and 
Chile  to  our  campus  for  the  spring 
semester.  The  arrangements  for  the  col- 
laborative effort  were  worked  out 
through  the  Latin  American  Education 
and  Scholarship  Agency  (LASPAU). 

ITESM  students  major  in  law,  mar- 
keting, communications,  engineering, 
and  business  administration,  and  they 
are  anxious  to  hone  their  skills,  work 
with  U.S.  technology,  and  perfect  their 
English  while  in  the  United  States.  In 
addition  to  ELI's  classes  in  Intercultural 
Values  and  New  Trends  in  Business 
Administration,  they  are  taking  courses 
at  the  Harvard  Extension  School  in  the 
areas  of  desktop  publishing,  psychology, 
writing  for  the  Internet,  international 
business,  U.S.  foreign  policy,  organiza- 
tional development,  and  law. 

Commenting  on  the  ELI  program  and 
her  semester  at  PMC,  Lucila  Vazquez,  20, 
of  Mexico  said,  "Everyone  is  always  will- 
ing to  help  us  and  has  made  us  feel  at 
home.  The  teachers  are  so  attentive  to  us 
and  answer  all  of  our  questions.  They 
give  us  so  much  support  in  our  learning. 


I am  really  enjoying  my  experience  here." 

ITESM  was  founded  in  1943  by  a 
group  of  Mexican  businesspeople.  It  cur- 
rently consists  of  29  campuses  in  26 
cities  in  Mexico,  eight  representative 
sites  in  six  countries  in  Latin  America 
(Colombia,  Chile,  Ecuador,  Panama, 
Peru,  and  Venezuela)  and  seven  linking 
offices  in  Boston,  Washington,  DC, 
Vancouver,  Brussels,  Paris,  Singapore, 
and  Hangzhou,  China.  Services  are  pro- 
vided to  86,000  students,  and  studies  are 
offered  in  35  undergraduate  degree  pro- 
grams, 51  Master's  degree  programs,  and 
8 doctoral  degree  programs.  Areas  of 
study  include  the  humanities,  engineer- 
ing, computer  science,  administration, 
food  tech,  medicine,  and  law.

PMC  is  a great  place  for  Communication 
Arts  students.  They  have  all  the  advan- 
tages of  a small  college,  such  as  small 
classes  and  individual  attention,  as  well 
as  access  to  audio  and  video  production 
facilities  that  are  better  equipped  than 
facilities  in  many  of  the  larger  colleges  in 
the  Boston  area.  The  Annenberg 
Communications  Center  contains  a fully 
equipped  television  studio,  video  editing 
facility,  audio  production  suite,  and  AM 
radio  broadcast  studio  (the  home  of 
WPMC),  as  well  as  state-of-the-art, 
portable  field  production  equipment. 

Television  Studio 

The  television  studio  is  a working  studio 
with  equipment  that  rivals  that  of  many 
of  the  local  cable  systems.  Students  in  the 
television  production  classes  take  turns 
performing  the  duties  of  all  the  various 
studio  positions,  including  camera  opera- 
tor, director,  technical  director,  audio 
operator,  and  "on-camera"  talent. 
Commenting  on  her  production  work, 
senior  Pqpi  Pattas  said,  "I  like  working  in 
the  studio.  It's  pretty  comfortable,  has  the 
equipment  I need,  and  it's  very  roomy." 
Some  of  the  studio's  features  are: 

• a large  31'  by  21'  production  space 

• a full  30-circuit,  raised  lighting  grid 
with  various  studio  lights 

• two  different-colored  cyclorama 
curtains 

• three  studio-quality  television  cam- 
eras with  full-studio  configuration 

• a camera-mounted  teleprompter 

• a full-studio  intercom  system 

• a broadcast-quality  Grass  Valley 
video  switcher 

• a state-of-the-art,  computer-based 
production  character  generator 

• multi-format  recording  and  play- 
back capability  using  broadcast 
quality  S-VHS  and  DV-CAM  video 
tape  recorders 

• a full  array  of  audio  equipment  for 
studio  production 


Field  Production  Video 
and  Audio  Equipment 

Communication  students  are  taught  how 
to  use  all  of  the  equipment,  how  to  set  up 
and  film  on  location,  and  how  to  cover 
stories  on  their  own.  They  are  given 
time,  in  class  and  in  the  field,  to  get 
hands-on  experience  with  the  equipment 
and  have  produced  some  outstanding 
work.  After  students  become  proficient, 
they  can  borrow  equipment  for  use  out- 
side the  classroom  to  record  video  and 
audio  for  other  classes  and  for  their  class 
projects  and  portfolios.  Field  production 
equipment  includes: 

• professional-quality  S-VHS  and  DV- 
CAM  camcorders 

• tripods  with  carrying  cases 

• a portable  light  kit  and  portable 
video  monitor 

• a variety  of  microphones  and  a 
portable  mic  mixer 

• a broadcast-quality  portable  cassette 
recorder 

Video  Editing 

When  students  have  recorded 
scenes  on  videotape,  they  then 
have  the  responsibility  for 
editing  their  own  work,  in  a 
supervised  environment,  and 
generating  a finished  video 
program.  After  initially  edit- 
ing from  videotape  machine 
to  videotape  machine,  using 
easy,  simple  "cuts"-style  edit- 
ing, students  learn  to  edit  on  a 
state-of-the-art  Media  100 
computerized  editing  system. 

This  "non-linear"  type  of  edit- 
ing allows  them  to  edit  video 
and  audio  totally  within  the 
computer,  instantaneously 
accessing  video  and  audio 
from  a hard  drive  instead  of 
having  to  shuttle  tapes  back 
and  forth.  With  the  Media  100, 
students  can  also  transition 


(dissolve  or  wipe)  from  shot  to  shot,  add 
titles  and  sophisticated  graphics  and  spe- 
cial effects  all  within  the  computer.  The 
Media  100  is  fast,  sophisticated,  relative- 
ly simple  to  operate,  and  replaces  many 
pieces  of  expensive  equipment  that  were 
needed  to  achieve  these  results.  Both 
Senior  Lashay  Parham  and  Junior  Martha 
Sapiro  have  become  proficient  with  the 
equipment.  "I  like  the  fact  that  we  have 
both  the  non-linear,  computer-based 
Media  100  editing  system  and  the  video- 
tape editing  systems.  I know  that  I have 
picked  up  a lot  of  practical  knowledge 
that  will  be  very  useful  when  I go  on  to 
do  graduate  work  in  the  field,"  said 
Lashay.  Martha  added,  "Because  we  have 
good  equipment,  we  get  a lot  of  practice 
at  TV  production."  Video  editing  options 
consist  of: 

• a Media  100  computerized  nonlin- 
ear system  with  video  effects  and 
character  generation 

• off-line  S-VHS  tape  editing  system 

• an  inter-format  editing  system  with 
S-VHS  and  DV-CAM

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Communication  Program 
Is  User-Friendly

Audio  Production 

PMC  students  learn  to  record  sound, 
using  a variety  of  types  of  microphones. 
Multiple  sound  sources  can  be  mixed 
for  recording  "live"  onto  tape,  and 
sound  can  be  layered  and  edited,  very 
precisely,  on  a computer  audio  editing 
station.  Our  fully  equipped  audio  pro- 
duction room,  which  can  also  provide 
audio  for  the  Television  Studio  control 
room,  includes: 

• a 22-input  stereo  mixing  console 
with  equalization 

• playback  capability  for  cassette, 
CD,  DAT,  1/4"  reel  to  reel,  LP 
record,  and  broadcast  cartridge  for- 
mats 

• recording  capability  to  cassette, 
DAT,  1/4"  reel  to  reel,  and  broad- 
cast cartridge 

• a CD  burner  to  record  CDs 

• a computerized,  16-track  sound 
editing  system 

• Electro-Voice,  Sony,  and  Beyer  pro- 
fessional microphones 

WPMC  Radio  Station 

Students  have  the  option  of  taking 
courses  in  radio  script  writing  and 
broadcasting  for  credit  and/or  can  be 
involved  in  radio  at  WPMC  as  a cocur- 
ricular  activity.  Skills  that  students 
learn  at  the  radio  station  included  disc 
jockeying,  producing,  announcing,  engi- 
neering and  handling  the  equipment,  as 
well  as  promotions  and  publicity. 
PMC's  radio  station  broadcasts  on  the 
campus  at  530  AM  and  on  the  audio 
portion  of  PMC's  cable  television  sta- 
tion. The  radio  station  boasts: 

• a broadcast-quality  Urei  audio 
mixing  console 

• playback  capability  for  CD,  cas- 
sette, LP  record,  and  broadcast  car- 
tridge formats 

• broadcast-quality  microphones 

• telephone-interface  capabilities  for 
"on-air"  telephone  calls 

• an  extensive  CD,  LP,  and  cassette 
music  and  sound  effects  collection 

With  the  wealth  of  video  and  audio  pro- 
duction equipment  available  at  PMC, 
our  students  have  the  ability  to  learn 
and  use  equipment  to  produce  just 
about  any  video  program,  radio  pro- 
gram, or  audio  recording  that  they  can 
imagine. 


The  video  opens  with  a slow- 
motion  scene  of  a young  woman 
running  through  a beautiful 
meadow.... 

Then  it  cuts  to  a scene  of  the  young 
woman  entering  a classroom,  facing  the 
questioning  faces  of  her  classmates.  A 
voiceover  tells  of  the  young  woman's 
anxiety  and  her  search  for  a cure.  The 
search  leads  her  to  a consultation  with 
an  herbalist,  and,  finally,  to  success  in 
overcoming  her  difficulties. 

Jungleherbs  is  an  eight-minute  narra- 
tive satire  that  is  amazingly  sophisticat- 
ed, considering  it  was  produced  and 
directed  by  two  first-year  students  with 
little  experience  in  making  movies.  This 
video  is  just  one  of  many  creative  video 
projects  produced  by  PMC  Commu- 
nication students.  On  any  given  day  dur- 
ing the  past  school  year,  students  in  the 
video  production  classes  could  be  work- 
ing on  a variety  of  projects,  ranging  from 
a surreal  fantasy  inside  the  mind  of  a col- 
lege professor,  entitled  Being  Bob 
Owczarek,  to  a serious  documentary  on 
the  after-effects  of  the  recent  earthquake 
in  El  Salvador. 

Students  in  the  video  production 
courses  learn  about  all  aspects  of  pro- 
duction, from  creating  a concept  and 
treatment  to  location  scouting,  making  a 
budget,  writing  a screenplay,  and  using 
professional  equipment  to  light,  shoot, 
and  edit  productions.  They  use  state-of- 
the-art  analog  and  digital  video  produc- 
tion equipment  to  bring  their  concepts 
to  life.  The  results  are  often  thought  pro- 
voking and  entertaining,  and  always 
inspiring. 

Pine  Manor  has  offered  a major  in 
Communication  for  the  past  15  years. 
However,  over  the  last  two  years,  the 
program  has  updated  its  equipment  and 
facilities  and  is  just  now  putting  the  fin- 
ishing touches  on  a new  curriculum. 
Beginning  in  September  2001,  students 


majoring  in  Communication  will  be  able 
to  choose  a concentration  in  either 
Electronic  Media  Programming  and 
Production,  or  Advertising  and  Public 
Relations.  The  Advertising  and  Public 
Relations  concentration  is  being  shared 
with  the  English  Program  and  will  be 
open  to  students  in  either  discipline. 
Future  plans  include  the  possible  cre- 
ation of  a shared  concentration  in 
Journalism  with  the  English  Program. 

Communication  students  are  also 
encouraged  to  pursue  internships  on  an 
exploratory  basis  during  their  first  three 
years  in  the  program,  and  are  required  to 
have  an  in-depth  internship  experience 
in  their  senior  year.  During  this  past  aca- 
demic year,  PMC  students  interned  at 
Boston-area  TV  stations  and  production 
houses,  as  well  as  in  public  relations  and 
marketing  firms.  Several  seniors  were 
offered  jobs  at  their  internship  sites,  and 
others  are  pursuing  career  opportunities 
based  on  their  internship  experiences. 

The  Communication  Program  offers 
students  a blend  of  theory  and  practice. 
It  is  also  competitive  with  other  college 
communication  programs  in  the  Boston 
area,  in  terms  of  the  expertise  of  the  fac- 
ulty, curriculum,  and  equipment. 
Visitors  have  remarked  that  our  digital 
cameras  and  editors  are  superior  to  those 
in  some  of  the  bigger  and  better-known 
programs.  Students  are  also  impressed 
by  their  ability  to  enroll  in  production 
courses  during  their  first  year  and  get 
hands-on  access  and  practice  in  the  use 
of  a wide  array  of  electronic  media  pro- 
duction tools. 

So,  the  next  time  you  wander 
by  the  Annenberg  Communication 
Center,  drop  into  the  TV  studios.  Who 
knows,  you  might  witness  the  creation 
of  a Pine  Manor  epic  or  become  part  of 
an  all-star  cast  in  one  of  our  many  com- 
pelling productions?  The  only  limita- 
tions are  the  imaginations  of  our  stu- 
dents! 

So  far,  those  limits  are  few.

Discrepancies  Between 
Defense  Buildup  and

A PMC-sponsored  seminar  on  the 
security  dilemmas  caused  by  the 
nuclearization  of  India  and  Pakistan 
drew  150  participants  to  the  Founder's 
Room  on  Wednesday  evening, 
February  7.  Moderated  by  Economics 
Professor  Siddiq  Abdullah,  the  panel 
consisted  of  Professor  Samina  Ahmed, 
a fellow  at  the  Belfer  Center  for 
Science  and  International  Affairs  at 
the  John  F.  Kennedy  School  of 
Government  at  Harvard  University, 
Professor  Adil  Najam,  Professor  of 
International  Relations  and 
Environmental  Policy  at  Boston 
University,  and  PMC  Associate 
Professor  of  Political  Science  William 
Vogele. 

Both  guest  participants  stressed  the 
fact  that  India  and  Pakistan  have  come 
close  to  nuclear  war,  and  that  both 
have  threatened  to  use  nuclear 
weapons  at  least  13  times  in  the  past 
20  years.  Such  threats  have  global 
implications  and  directly  impact  more 
than  1 1/2  billion  people.  They  also 
emphasized  that  the  true  crisis  facing 
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both  countries  is  developmental.  The 
bulk  of  the  population  in  both  India 
and  Pakistan  is  poor,  malnourished, 
and  illiterate. 

Dr.  Adil  Najam  stated  that  in  the 
region  "200  million  people  will  die

before  they  reach  their  40th  birthday, 
300  million  lack  decent  healthcare, 
and  at  least  half  a billion  live  in 
absolute  poverty."  He  added  that 


"more  Pakistani  children  have  been 
killed  in  the  last  50  years  by  drinking 
dirty  water  just  in  the  district  of 
Lahore  than  the  country  has  lost  in  all 
its  wars  with  India  in  that  time." 

"Rather  than  spending  money  for 
their  people's  welfare  and  develop- 
ment," Dr.  Najam  pointed  out,  "both 
countries  spend  inordinately  large 
sums  on  developing  their  defense.  For 
each  dollar  that  Pakistan  spends  on 
social  services,  it  spends  eight  and  a 
half  dollars  on  its  military,  and  India's 
ratio  in  favor  of  defense  is  three  to 
one." 

"For  the  cost  of  one  jet  fighter 
plane,"  Dr.  Najam  said,  "3  million 
children  could  be  given  primary  edu- 
cation. The  cost  of  a single,  new 
nuclear  submarine,  if  redirected,  could 
provide  60  million  people  with  safe 
drinking  water." 

Dr.  Ahmed  summed  up  the  situa- 
tion by  saying,  "The  problems  and  the 
solutions  are  both  clear.  India  and 
Pakistan  have  to  realize  that  by 
demonstrating  their  nuclear  capacities 
they  are  directly  jeopardizing  the  lives 
of  one-third  of  the  world's  population 
and  impacting  on  global  security  as 
well.  They  need  to  look  at  their  prior- 
ities and  redirect  their  funds  to  the 
elimination  of  disease,  poverty,  mal- 
nourishment,  and  illiteracy.  Only  then 
can  peace  and  security  be  established 
in  South  Asia." 


Professor  Najam,  who  teaches  at 
Boston  University,  specializes  in  the 
area  of  global  environmental  policy  and 
negotiation,  nongovernmental  organiza- 
tions, and  global  governance.  He  is  a 
visiting  fellow  at  the  Sustainable 
Development  Policy  Institute  and 
serves  on  the  board  of  governors  of  the  Pakistan  Institute 
for  Environment-Development  Action  Research,  both  in 
Pakistan.  A noted  author,  Dr.  Najam  has  taught  at  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  (MIT)  and  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts-Boston  (UMASS-Boston), 
and  he  has  won  a number  of  awards  for  his  excellence  in 
pedagogy. 
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Professor  Ahmed  is  a political  scientist 
specializing  in  the  study  of  nuclear  prolif- 
eration, regional  security,  and  ethnic  con- 
flict in  South  Asia.  She  has  worked  at  the 
Institute  of  Regional  Studies  in 
Islamabad,  Pakistan,  and  at  the  Pakistan 
Institute  of  International  Affairs  in 
Karachi.  Ahmed  holds  her  advanced  degrees  from  the 
Australian  National  University  in  Canberra.  She  is  a noted 
author  and  has  published  a number  of  monographs  on  the 
subject  of  nuclear  proliferation  in  the  region.

Dr.  Jacqueline  Kieff 

To  Eat  or  Not  to  Eat-A  Discussion 
of  Anorexia  and  Bulimia 

Dr.  Kieff  is  a licensed  clinical  psychol- 
ogist in  private  practice  in  Brookline 
and  Cambridge.  Her  talk  centered 
around  the  most  common  eating  dis- 
orders, anorexia  and  bulimia,  and  the 
fact  that  they  are  becoming  much 
more  common  as  the  result  of  adver- 
tising and  press  stories.  It  is  estimated 
that  ten  percent  of  all  women  in  col- 
lege today  suffer  from  at  least  one  of 
the  disorders,  and  most  don't  seek  any 
treatment. 

Dr.  Kieff  has  25  years  of  experience 
in  the  assessment  of  children,  adoles- 
cents, and  young  adults  with  learning 
difficulties.  She  served  as  the  director 
of  counseling  services  at  Concord 
Academy  for  ten  years  and  is  now  the 
psychological  consultant  to  the 
Buckingham,  Brown,  and  Nichols 
Lower  School.  She  holds  a PhD  in  psy- 
chology from  the  University  of 
Chicago,  where  she  also  served  as  a 
clinical  assistant  professor  of  pedi- 
atrics.

Amo  Rafael  Minkkinen 

What  Photographers  Treasure 

Professor  Minkkinen  is  a noted  pho- 
tographer and  professor  of  art  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts,  Lowell. 
His  lecture  was  given  in  conjunction 
with  the  opening  of  his  exhibit  "What 
Photographers  Treasure,"  at  the  Hess 
Gallery.  He  emphasized  that  photogra- 
phy is  the  art  force  of  our  times,  and, 
his  talk  was  an  introspective  summa- 
tion of  what  he  needed  to  do  to  round 
out  and  expand  his  passion  for  the 
medium.  Professor  Minkkinen  also 
reviewed  the  photographs  that  he  was 
showing  in  the  gallery,  commenting 
that  they  reflected  a broad  spectrum  of 
approaches  to  the  medium. 

Professor  Minkkinen's  works  have 
been  exhibited,  published,  and  collect- 
ed worldwide.  Knighted  by  the  Finnish 
government  in  1992,  Professor 
Minkkinen  also  teaches  at  the 
University  of  Art  and  Design  in 
Helsinki,  and  at  the  Ecole  d'Arts 
Appliques  in  Vevey,  Switzerland.  His 
works  were  featured  in  the  WGBH-TV, 
Channel  Two  series,  Art  Close  Up.

Ellen  Snee,  EdD 

Split  Vision:  A Challenge  for 
Leadership  for  Women  in 
Positions  of  Authority 

Dr.  Snee  is  a national  authority  on 
women  and  is  committed  to  helping 
women  leaders  achieve  success  in  cor- 
porate America.  Her  lecture  drew  on 
her  25  years  of  experience  and  her  doc- 
toral dissertation,  which  details  the 
psychological  dimensions  of  authority 
for  women.  Dr.  Snee  discussed  the  fact 
that  it  is  often  very  difficult  for 
women  in  authority  to  relate  well 
with  other  women,  particularly  their 
subordinates,  and  she  stressed  the  fact 


that  these  women  have  not  only  expe- 
rienced the  glass  ceiling  themselves, 
hut  have  been  conditioned  to  impose 
it  on  other  women  as  well. 

Dr.  Snee  earned  her  doctorate  in 
human  development  and  psychology 
at  Harvard  University  in  1994.  An 
expert  on  the  exercise  of  authority  and 
leadership  for  women,  she  has  taught 
courses  on  women  and  leadership  at 
Harvard  and  Boston  University.  She  is 
the  assistant  director  of  the  Leadership 
Foundation  Fellows  Program  for  the 
International  Women's  Forum  at 
Harvard's  John  F.  Kennedy  School  of 
Government.

David  W.  Tschanz 

Developing  a Public  Health 
Infrastructure:  60  Years  of 
Public  and  Private  Cooperation 
in  Saudi  Arabia 

David  W.  Tschanz  is  the  head  of  field 
epidemiology  for  Saudi  Aramco 
(Arabian-American  Oil  Company), 
where  he  has  worked  for  the  past  12 
years.  Tschanz  focused  his  remarks  on 
three  themes:  the  historical  and  con- 
temporary health  challenges  posed  by 
communicable  diseases,-  the  unique 
interaction  of  Aramco  and  the  king- 
dom of  Saudi  Arabia  in  building  a pub- 
lic health  infrastructure;  and  the 
importance  of  maintaining  awareness 
of,  and  sensitivity  to,  cultural  consid- 
erations when  working  in  the  public 
health  field. 

Mr.  Tschanz  argued  that  infectious 
diseases  have  been  one  of  the  single 
most  important  forces  shaping  human 
history,  citing  the  enormous  impact  of 
events  like  the  Black  Death  in  Europe 
and  the  spread  of  smallpox  and  other 
European  diseases  among  indigenous 
populations  in  the  Americas.  Only  in 
the  last  50  years  has  medical  technol- 
ogy been  able  to  effectively  confront 
infectious  disease.  Even  so,  infections 
like  malaria  and  schistosomiasis  make 
large  areas  of  some  countries  virtually 
uninhabitable,  with  the  resulting  loss 
of  economic  and  political  advance- 
ment. The  work  of  Aramco  in  Saudi

Our  upward  enrollment  trend  of  the 
past  few  years  has  accelerated,  and 
this  spring  interest  in  Pine  Manor 
College  has  continued  to  grow, 
with  recruitment  efforts  producing 
impressive  increases  in  applications 
and  acceptances  over  previous  years. 
To  date,  more  than  450  young 
women  have  applied  for  admission 
to  Pine  Manor  for  the  September 
class,  a 37  percent  increase  in  appli- 
cations from  a year  ago  at  the  same 
time.  Last  year's  final  application 
total  of  362  has  already  been 
eclipsed,  and  the  increase  continues 
to  grow. 

Deposits  are  20  percent  higher 
than  last  year  at  this  time. 

The  interest  in  Pine  Manor  has 
also  been  demonstrated  in  increased 
inquiries  and  attendance  at  Open 
House  programs  during  the  past  nine 
months.  Already  there  have  been 
more  inquiries  for  Fall  2001  than 
there  were  in  total  for  Fall  2000.  And 
each  Open  House  program  has 
attracted  more  prospective  students 
than  similar  events  in  recent  years. 

These  numbers  bode  well  for 
another  projected  increase  in  new 
student  enrollment.  Now  is  the  time 
when  high  school  graduates  are 
making  final  college  decisions,  and 
our  goal  of  bringing  180  new  stu- 
dents to  the  College  in  September  is 
well  within  reach.  The  Admissions 
Office  will  continue  its  hard  work 
throughout  the  summer  to  present 
the  benefits  of  a Pine  Manor  educa- 
tion to  young  women.

Over  the  years,  the  PMC  community  has  distinguished  itself  by  its  commit- 
ment to  service.  Most,  if  not  all,  of  the  student  clubs  and  activities  have  a 
service  component  to  them.  Fundraisers,  food  drives,  and  clothing  drives  are 
common  activities,  and  very  often  the  facilities  of  the  campus  are  used  for  lec- 
tures, concerts,  theatrical  performances,  and  other  community-based  events. 
Students  from  all  four  classes  are  involved  and  busy  in  activities  ranging  from 
tutoring  local  students,  to  recording  books  for  the  blind,  to  running  sports  clin- 
ics (see  Sports  Action,  pg.  29). 

To  give  focus  and  emphasis  to  all  of  these  efforts,  Saturday,  April  7 was  des- 
ignated Community  Service  Day  at  PMC,  and  a special  outreach  project  was 
developed  with  three  local  agencies,  The  Greater  Boston  Food  Bank,  Elders 
Living  Alone,  and  the  Second  Step.  Thirty  students,  and  approximately  ten 
members  of  the  faculty  and  staff  volunteered  to  work  a shift  at  one  of  the  three 
collaborating  institutions  during  the  day,  and  an  even  greater  number  assisted 
with  fundraising  efforts. 

Volunteers  assembled  at  the  Ferry  Administration  Building  at  9:30  am,  and 
were  driven  to  the  various  sites.  PMC  vans  then  brought  them  back  at  5 pm. 
Tasks  included  preparing  food  parcels  for  distribution,  stocking  shelves,  clean- 
ing, serving  meals,  visiting,  and  simply  listening.  Donations  amounted  to  more 
than  $1,000. 

Commenting  at  the  end  of  the  day,  President  Nemerowicz,  who  volunteered 
with  the  students,  said,  "This  is  what  PMC  is  all  about.  The  enthusiasm  and  the 
caring  exhibited  by  all  the  participants  was  gratifying  to  see.  Working  together 
helped  to  bring  all  of  us  closer  together  and  emphasized  both  the  concepts  of 
community  and  social  responsibility.  Many  of  us  made  new  friends,  and  many 
of  us  made  commitments  for  additional  work.  It  was  a good  day."

As  an  incentive  to  scholarship 
Alpha  Chi  nationally  awards  ten 
$1,000  Alfred  E.  Nolle  Scholarships 
annually;  this  year,  PMC's  Tanya 
Duarte  '01  was  one  of  the  recipients. 

As  part  of  the  induction  ceremony, 
each  student  entered  the  room  with  a 
lit  candle,  subscribed  to  the  constitu- 
tion of  Alpha  Chi,  and  pledged  her 
commitment  to  scholarship,  a fearless 
lifelong  search  for  truth,  service,  and 
the  development  of  a strong  moral 
character.

After  a hiatus  of  a semester,  the 
student-run  newspaper,  the 
Pine  Manor  Post,  made  its 
reappearance  in  February,  in  an  eight- 
page  format.  This  was  due  to  the  ini- 
tiative of  Amy  Beaudry,  Adjunct 
Instructor  in  English,  and  the  16  stu- 
dents of  her  new  class:  Journalism  on 
the  Page  and  on  the  Web.  Together, 
Professor  Beaudry  and  her  students 
decided  that  the  campus  needed  a 
newspaper  and  set  about  reviving  the 
moribund  Post.  Within  a short  period 
of  time,  they  had  gathered  enough 
material  for  a first  edition,-  then,  fol- 
lowing the  established  rubrics,  did  the 
proofing,  layout,  and  design. 

First-year  student  Kellie  Maddigan 
said,  "Working  on  the  newspaper  is  an 
incredible  experience.  It  gives  me  the 
power  to  affect  the  PMC  community.  I 
have  created  articles,  published  the 
newspaper,  and  decided  what  is  impor- 
tant for  the  PMC  community  to  know. 
I have  had  a chance  to  feel  like  I am 
actually  making  a difference."  Fellow 
first-year  student  Nicole  Lataif  agreed 
and  added,  "Working  on  the  paper  has 
inspired  me  to  consider  minoring  in 
journalism.  Before  this  semester,  it 
wasn't  even  an  option.  I found  some- 
thing that  I love  and  will  pursue." 

As  the  students  went  about  their 
task  of  gathering  news  and  stories, 
they  received  all  kinds  of  input.  Much 
of  it  centered  around  suggestions  for 
remaking  the  paper  in  a much  livelier 
format — adding  new  features,  making 
it  timelier,  and  making  it  more  reflec- 
tive of  the  students  themselves.  As  a 
result,  the  lead  story  of  the  paper  dealt 
with  the  purpose  and  focus  of  the

paper,  its  mission,  its  style,  and  even 
its  name.  Readers  were  asked  whether 
the  current  name  suited  them,  or 
whether  there  should  he  a change,  and 
a vote  was  taken. 

"The  vote  was  very  decisive," 
Professor  Beaudry  reports.  "Almost  85 
percent  favored  a new  format  and 
style,  as  well  as  a name  change.  Many 
students  said  that  the  Pine  Manor  Post 
was  stuffy,  and  they  didn't  feel  con- 
nected with  it.  A number  also  said 
that  it  did  not  adequately  reflect  life 
on  campus.  The  name  that  was  the 
overwhelming  favorite  was  the  Gator 
Gazette.  Our  second  issue,  which 
came  out  in  early  May,  will  boast  a 
redesigned  look  and  will  appear  under 
the  banner  the  Gator  Gazette."

Thank  you  for  getting  that  itemized  phone  bill  every  month  to  make  sure  I wasn't 
calling  any  friends,  not  that  you  let  me  have  any. 

Thank  you  for  making  me  feel  so  desperate  I checked  myself  into  a psychiatric  hos- 
pital. The  experiences  I had  there  are  going  to  make  a great  movie. 

Thank  you  for  ripping  Charles  out  of  my  arm  so  that  my  son  had  to  scream  give  me 
back  my  mommy  at  the  top  of  his  lungs.  When  I am  going  to  be  allowed  to  be  with 
my  children  again,  I guarantee  you,  I will  be  the  world's  greatest  mother. 

Thank  you  for  pushing,  pushing,  pushing  so  that  I took  300  sleeping  pills.  Now  I 
know  I can  face  death. 

Finally,  thank  you  for  giving  me  this  identity:  "survivor  of  domestic  violence."  Now 
I have  a title.  I hold  a position  on  the  North  Hempstead  Task  Force  Against 
Domestic  Violence.  That  title  prompted  me  to  get  off  my  butt  and  do  something.  I 
produced  Silent  Voices,  a documentary  exploring  the  psychological  aspects  of  family 
violence,  and  directed  a public  service  announcement  (PSA)  about  family  violence. 

You  wanted  me  to  be  a special  kind  of  corporate  wife:  a battered  prisoner.  Your  plans 
for  me  failed. 

Now  I can  depend  on  myself — something  I never  thought  I could  do.  If  a woman  is 
going  to  make  it,  she  must  be  like  a man  and  learn  to  depend  on  herself.  I know  that 
whatever  you  or  anyone  else  in  my  life  throws  at  me  I can  handle  it.  I will  never 
again  end  up  in  a plastic  surgeon's  office  or  a psychiatric  ward.  I learned  that  I am  a 
survivor.  Something  I never  thought  I could  be.  I learned  that  I do  not  need  a man  to 
complete  myself.  God  completed  me.  I just  have  to  work  with  what  he  gave  me — 
and  for  that  I am  forever  grateful.

He  can't  just  bluster  and  go  home. 

He  can't  carve  up  a baby  as  if  it  were  a pig. 

His  lifted  arm  is  getting  tired.

Successful  Community  Healthcare 
Program  Continues  to  Develop

Building  on  the  success  of  last  semester,  the  Community  Healthcare 
Outreach  Program  continued  to  develop  this  spring.  We  offered  a new 
course  on  Health  Policy  (CHC  200),  sponsored  communitywide  events, 
and  furthered  relationships  with  our  community  partners.  In  addition,  we  began 
laying  the  groundwork  for  our  new  focus  on  community-based  research,  begin- 
ning next  fall. 

The  Health  Policy  class  was  taught  by  Associate  Professor  of  Political  Science 
William  Vogele  and  enrolled  a dozen  students.  The  class  focused  on  how  health 
policy  is  developed  and  implemented.  Particular  attention  was  given  to  health 
policy  in  the  areas  of  AIDS,  mental  health,  and  environmental  health.  In  keep- 
ing with  our  model  for  involving  com- 
munity experts  in  teaching,  the  class 
was  visited  by  Carolyn  Ingles  of  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Mental 
Health,  Adrienne  Ettinger  of  the 
Harvard  School  of  Public  Health,  and 
Dr.  David  Tschanz,  head  of  field  epi- 
demiology for  Saudi  Arabia.  Ms.  Ingles, 
who  has  been  a regular  contributor  to 
our  curriculum  since  its  inception,  told 
the  class  about  her  role  in  informing 
policymakers  about  mental  health 
issues.  Ms.  Ettinger,  a doctoral  candi- 
date at  the  Harvard  School  of  Public 
Health,  has  a substantial  background  in 
the  field  having  worked  at  the  Centers 
for  Disease  Control  in  the  area  of  child- 
hood lead  poisoning.  Dr.  Tschanz  has 
worked  for  Ararnco  (Arab-American  Oil 
Company)  in  Saudi  Arabia  for  the  last 
12  years.  The  contributions  of  these 
speakers,  as  well  as  the  fine  work  of  both  Professor  Vogele  and  the  students, 
made  the  dehut  of  the  Health  Policy  class  a success. 

In  addition  to  Dr.  Tschanz's  contribution  to  the  Health  Policy  class,  the 
Community  Healthcare  Outreach  Program  cosponsored  (with  the  programs  in 
History  and  Culture  and  Social  &.  Political  Systems)  his  lecture  on  "Developing 
a Public  Health  Infrastructure:  60  years  of  Public  and  Private  Cooperation  in 
Saudi  Arabia"  which,  as  a Nicholson  lecture  (see  pg.  13),  was  open  to  all  the 
PMC  community  and  the  public. 

This  semester  saw  us  move  much  closer  to  our  goal  of  developing  a commu- 
nity-based research  component  for  the  Community  Healthcare  Outreach  cur- 
riculum. Following  through  on  the  proposal  that  received  the  support  of  a 
Massachusetts  Campus  Compact  grant  in  December  2000,  we  held  a profession- 
al development  workshop  in  March.  The  workshop  was  facilitated  by  Jill 
Chopyak,  executive  director  of  the  Loka  Institute,  and  Peg  Weeks  of  the  Institute 
for  Community  Research  in  Hartford.  The  workshop  brought  together  more  than 
30  faculty,  students,  and  community  partners.  Participants  learned  about  com- 
mon challenges  of  and  strategies  for  conducting  quality  community-based 
research.  Participants  also  spent  time  brainstorming  about  potential  research 
projects  that  might  be  undertaken  jointly  in  the  next  academic  year.

Innocent  Theater  on  the  Move

If  the  Winter  2001  Bulletin’s  feature 
on  Kathryn  Gracey  '88  raises  the  cur- 
tain on  Act  One  of  her  theatrical  career, 
it  looks  as  though  Act  Two  is  beginning 
most  auspiciously.  Kathryn  recently 
concluded  an  engagement  playing 
Odette  in  a new  work,  Mercurius,  by 
John  Jahnke  at  HERE  in  SoHo.  The 
play,  inspired  by  several  lectures  of 
Carl  Jung  and  various  works  by  Goethe, 
was  also  directed  by  the  playwright. 
Back  Stage  reviewed  the  production, 
rating  the  play,  staging,  and  acting 
highly,  and  noting  especially  Kathryn's 
performance:  "Gracey  humanizes  the 
mother  with  searing  warmth." 

I was  in  New  York  for  her  last  per- 
formance (very  fine  it  was,  too!),  and  of 
course  my  first  question  was,  "What're 


you  going  to  do  now?"  But  the  plans 
she  described  in  the  Winter  Bulletin- 
completing  her  play,  Family  Rituals, 
and  planning  the  next  Innocent 
Theater  Company  project,  a production 
of  Clifford  Odets's  The  Big  Knife,  have 
been  shelved.  Since  another  producer's 
rights  fell  through,  the  Innocent 
Theater  Company  has  been  able  to 
secure  rights  to  Noel  Coward's  The 
Vortex,  a play  the  group  has  always 
wanted  to  do.  The  production,  sched- 
uled for  June,  looks  to  be  spectacular. 

First,  lest  anyone  be  concerned, 
Kathryn  and  James  Kaliardos  will  defi- 
nitely be  acting  in  this  production. 
Equally  as  exciting  is  the  group  of  other 
artists  who  have  already  made  commit- 
ments to  the  effort.  Trip  Cullman  of 


the  Yale  Drama  School,  who  will  be 
assistant  directing  Mike  Nichols  in 
his  Public  Theater  production  of 
The  Seagull  this  summer  (with  Meryl 
Streep,  Kevin  Cline,  and  John 
Goodman,  among  others),  will  direct 
The  Vortex,  and  Shelly  Sabel,  associate 
lighting  designer  at  ‘Lincoln  Center, 
will  do  the  lighting.  Kathryn  and  James 
have  already  articulated  a concept 
for  the  show,  visualizing  everything 
in  blacks,  whites,  and  grays — even 
the  makeup!  But,  Kathryn  reports, 
"Perhaps  the  best  news  yet,  we  found  a 
space!  The  designer  Diane  von 
Furstenberg  has  opened  up  a new  space, 
part  of  which  is  dedicated  to  the  arts,  to 
young  artists  who  need  a place  to  show 
their  work.  It's  state-of-the-art,  brand 
new,  an  exquisite  place!  So  we  had  a 
meeting,  and  she's  given  us  the  space 
for  June!

Arabia  over  the  past  50  years,  in  coop- 
eration with  the  government,  is  one 
example  of  largely  successful  efforts  to 
control  infectious  diseases. 

After  the  formation  of  Ararnco  in 
the  1940's,  one  of  the  first — and  most 
successful — efforts  was  the  elimina- 
tion of  malaria  in  the  kingdom's  east- 
ern province,  where  the  bulk  of  the  oil 
reserves  were  located.  Ararnco  took 
the  lead,  with  the  support  of  the  gov- 
ernment, because  it  had  both  the 
resources  and  the  interests.  In  recent 
decades,  the  Saudi  government  has 
taken  over  the  broad  public  health  sys- 
tem that  was  developed  through  the 
initiatives  of  Ararnco.  The  govern- 
ment now  manages  local  hospitals  and 
clinics  and  administers  all  aspects  of 
the  public  health  policies. 

Tschanz  pointed  to  the  Saudis'  han- 
dling of  the  health  needs  of  pilgrims 
on  the  Hajj  as  a remarkable  feat  of  pub- 
lic health  management  and  stated  that 
it  highlights  the  way  public  health 
requirements  can  be  consistent  with 
cultural  values  and  perspectives. 

Tschanz  concluded  his  remarks  by 
stating  that  the  ease  of  global  travel — 
by  people,  plants,  and  microbes — 
accelerates  the  potential  movement  of 
illness.  At  the  same  time,  no  single 
solution  will  work  in  all  countries  and 
cultures.  Public  health,  therefore,  is  a 
global  concern. 

Tschanz  holds  Master's  degrees  in 
public  health  and  history.  He  has  also 
served  as  the  manager  of  the  infectious 
disease  epidemiology  section  of  the 
department  of  health  services,  and  as 
the  district  communicable  disease 
director  in  Lancaster,  South  Carolina.

First  Ever 
Invitation  to 
NCAA  National 
Championship 
Tournament 


Saturday,  April  28,  2001  was  a tri- 
umphant, landmark  day  for  Pine 
Manor  College  and  its  softball 
program.  The  Great  Northeast 
Athletic  Conference  (GNAC)  softball 
semifinals  and  finals  were  held  at  PMC 
that  day,  and  the  Gators  took  the 
series  by  storm,  earning  their  first  ever 
invitation  to  the  National  Collegiate 
Athletic  Association  (NCAA)  National 
Championship. 

In  the  first  semifinal  game  against  Western  New 
England  College  (WNEC),  Springfield,  Mass.,  a bottom-of- 
the-seventh  double  by  PMC's  Bethany  Medeiros  sent  Sara 
Pray  scampering  all  the  way  around  from  first  to  score  the 
game's  only  run.  Bethany's  sister  Shannon  Medeiros  hurled 
a masterpiece  in  shutting  down  a potent  WNEC  lineup. 
The  second  semifinal  was  no  less  dramatic,  as  Emerson 
College,  Boston,  Mass.,  eked  out  a one-run  victory  over 
defending  conference  champ,  St.  Joseph's  College,  West 
Hartford,  Conn.  So  the  stage  was  set  for  a showdown  for 
the  championship  between  Emerson  and  Pine  Manor. 

The  two  teams  took  turns  holding  the  lead  in  the  first 


few  innings  until  Pine  Manor's  relentless  offensive  attack 
led  by  Kim  Brizido  took  command.  A gutsy  pitching  per- 
formance by  Shannon  (again  going  the  distance)  and  a 
sterling  defensive  display  by  shortstop  Tamara  Rizzo  ulti- 
mately iced  the  game  (8-4)  and  the  title  for  the  Gators. 

Bethany,  Kim,  and  Tamara  earned  All-Tournament  hon- 
ors, and  Shannon  was  named  tourney  MVP,  for  their  out- 
standing performances  in  the  two  games.  Many  more 
awards  will  stream  in  for  the  27-5  Gators  in  the  upcoming 
days  and  weeks,  but  for  now,  we  can  enjoy  a long- 
awaited  PMC  first:  a Great  Northeast  Athletic  Conference 
Championship!

"W"  . rained  steadily  on  the  Tuesday  of  our  week  in  Paris.  In  fact,  the  waters  of  the 
I Seine  swelled  precariously  high  and  were  beginning  to  overflow  onto  its  lower 
■X.  thanks  in  various  parts  of  the  city.  But  this  unpredictable  spring  weather  hardly 
made  a difference  to  our  Pine  Manor  group  of  alums,  colleagues,  and  friends,  thrilled 
to  be  in  the  City  of  Lights. 

On  this  stormy  Tuesday  morning,  our  remarkable  French  guide,  Danielle,  who 
made  every  excursion  a discovery  of  art  and  genius,  treated  us — after  a defile  de  modes 
printanieres  at  the  Galeries  Lafayette — to  a visit  to  the  Paris  Opera  House,  a neo- 
Baroque  masterpiece  designed  by  Charles  Gamier  in  the  late  19th  century.  From  the 
extravagantly  beautiful  foyer,  we  mounted  the  gloriously  elaborate  staircase,  and  as 
artists  prepared  for  rehearsals  on  stage,  we  were  able  to  view  the  sumptuous  decora- 
tions of  the  auditorium  and  also  the  startling  ceiling  painted  by  Marc  Chagall  in  1964. 

Our  visit  to  the  Opera  Gamier,  though  overwhelming,  was  only  a prelude  to  an 
extraordinary  evening  of  art  and  music  in  a setting  as  awe  inspiring  as  Garnier's  cre- 
ation, but  historically,  artistically,  and  spiritually  different.  Responding  to  our  wishes, 
the  morning  rains  turned  to  spring  drizzle  by  early  evening,  as  we  crossed  the  stu- 
dents' quarter  from  our  hotel,  down  the  "Boul  Mich"  (le  Boulevard  St.  Michel  to  the 
unitiated),  past  the  faqade  of  the  Sorbonne  chapel  and  the  Musee  de  Cluny  (the  site  of 
old  Roman  baths),  across  the  Pont  St.  Michel  to  the  Palais  de  Justice,  and  finally  to  its 
medieval  architectural  gem  constructed  by  Louis  IX  in  the  13th  century — La  Sainte 
Chapelle.  Nothing  could  have  been  more  appropriate  or  ecstatically  beautiful  in  that 
delicately  simple  setting  that  evening  than  Vivaldi's  Les  Quatre  Saisons.  Surrounded 
by  walls  of  stained  glass,  with  dim  lights  illuminating  shades  of  red  and  blue,  we  were 
carried  away  by  the  magic  of  violins  and  harpsichord,  and  the  virtuosity  of  distin- 
guished artists.  Only  an  encore  of  a piece  from  Hiver  could  silence  the  enthusiastic 
applause  of  the  audience.  And,  of  course,  our  happy  evening  ended  at  the  Cafe  St. 
Michel,  where  we  savored  a simple  supper  of  French  baguette,  red  wine,  and  warm 
goat  cheese  salad.  Quelle  soiree  inoubliablel 
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Though  we  shall  remember  Vivaldi's  music  in  la  Sainte  Chapelle  for  many  months 
to  come,  every  day  and  evening  we  spent  in  Paris  seems  unforgettable.  The  two 
days  before  our  concert,  we  visited  Napoleon  and  Empress  Josephine's 
chateau/museum,  La  Malmaison,  in  Rueil,  outside  of  Paris,  and  also  the  very  pri- 
vate collection  of  a 20th-century  financier  at  the  Hotel  de  Camondo  in  the  Parc 
Monceau.  We  also  enjoyed  a wonderful  reunion  dinner  in  the  Benjamin  Franklin 
room  of  Voltaire's  celebrated  18th-century  Cafe  Procope,  with  some  very  special 
guests  and  friends:  alumna  Susan  Oechsle  Brandt  '58,  who  had  come  to  Paris  from 
Geneva  to  spend  a couple  of  days  with  us,  Dr.  Claire  de  Montchalin,  who,  with  her 
husband,  Andre,  and  infant  son,  Gregoire,  had  been  a resident  counselor  in  the 
French  House  in  the  late  sixties,  American  artist  Gregory  Masurovsky,  who  over 
the  years,  has  taught  Pine  Manor  students  in  Paris,  and  who  recently  visited  the 
College  and  talked  about  his  collaborative  work  with  Michel  Butor.  Also  amongst 
our  special  guests  was  Ambassador  Alain 
Briottet,  former  Consul  General  of  France  in 
Boston,  more  recently  France's  Ambassador 
to  Burma  and  Finland,  and  currently 
assigned  to  a ministerial  post  at  the  Quai 
d'Orsay. 

Our  last  few  days  in  Paris  reminded  us  of  a fourth  of  July  fireworks  finale. 

Some  of  us  visited  the  Marais  and  the  Musee  Beaubourg,  others,  the  Musee  Rodin, 
and  with  our  knowledgeable  guide,  Danielle,  we  viewed  the  rich  collection  of 
Impressionist  works  at  the  Musee  d'Orsay,  where  we  also  enjoyed  a special  lunch- 
eon in  the  lovely,  gilded,  mirrored  dining  room.  Lest  we  forget  our  great  literary 
masters  at  the  prestigious  Cimetiere  Pere  La  Chaise,  we  paid  tribute  to  some  of 
France's  great  poets  and  novelists:  Musset,  Eluard,  Balzac,  Proust,  Colette,  and 
also  to  writer  Oscar  Wilde  and  rock  star  Jim  Morrison.  The  waters  of  the  Seme 
continued  to  rise  even  as  we  prepared  to  leave  for  Boston  on  the  last  day  of  our 
busy  week,  thus  making  it  necessary  to  cancel  a dinner  trip  on  one  of  the  popular 
bateaux  mouches.  However,  dinner  on  the  eve  of  our  departure  at  the  Tour  Eiffel, 
with  a spectacular  view  of  the  whole  city  of  Paris,  its  boulevards,  and  monuments 
was  unforgettable — the  essence,  music,  and  emotion  of  which  not  even  a modern 
digital  camera  could  hope  to  capture.

A intrepid  group  of  15  Pine  Manor  alumnae  and  friends  beat 
xjL-L-Lthe  crowds  for  a special  early  morning  peek  at  the  annual 
spectacle  of  perfect  gardens  and  blooms  — the  New  England  Spring 
Flower  Show — in  Boston's  Bayside  Exposition  Center,  on  March  23.
